others: holding an ungratcfull man, the veryclt viper, the 


- uglieſt monſter inthe (0) world ; themoſt unprofitable bulke, 


and burthen of the earth :the Center of all injuſtice,the com- 
pendium, and abſtra& of all that can be called ill in (p)aman: 
yeaas thebeſt Moraliſts,chiefly (q) Plutarch,(r)Seneca,(/) Tully, 
have given many rules and motives to gratitude,telling us that 
for the benefits wee receive eyther from Godor man, we muſt 
in imitation of the fertile ground, render more then wee have 
received: no moregrudging to repay thankes backe againe,for 
good turnes done, then to redeliver backe againe,the pledges, 
and pawnes we have hadinour cuſtodie ; nor forgetting the 
good , that from any , we have received, but the good we have 
e : with many ſuch particular counſclls, cautions, and ca- 
yeats.

hiſtoriographers ſince lay loade upon the vile ingratitude of

ke hath not beene fo ſtrit and ſevere with us, as with them ' 


for manie ages and generations,to ſcourge us, with anly Aſhur, 
or A ſirian, any rod of his (w) wrath, any forreine power, 
For how ever in our firſt planting in this Ifland, we have been 
ſubjugated and ſubducd very (») often by the Pies, by the 
Danes, by the Romanes, and {ince the time of Wiliam the 
Conquerer,asappeares in the raignes of ſeverall Kings wee have 
had bloudie bickerings with neighbouring Kingdomes,chiefly 
the Normans, the French and the Scottes ( now our brethren 
our necreſt and deercſt Allies,they and we meeting in his Roy- 
all Majcftte,as inthe Royall center of love (as the Tyriansand 
the Syrians in one Fenes, ) and how ever in the Raignes of 
everic King, our Edwards, Richards, Johns, Henries and the reſt, 
fince ( asbeforc ) the Conqueſt, our land hath beene ſhaken, as 
with a feaver,rent and devided as with the teeth and fangs of 
madd dogges, in Civill warres,more or lefſe by the faftions and 
rebcllions, of turbulent, malignant, humerous, proud, ambi- 
tious and diſcontented ſpirits: Yet within our memorie,or the 
memorie of our forefathers, our great grand-tathers,(which is 
a ſingular 
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afingular mercic, both to us their ſucceſſors and our predeceſ-' 
ſors) wee have not beene brought under any forreine power, 
' Noexternall yoke hath beenelayd on our neckes, (cxcepring 
the Romane yoke on the ſoules of our forefathers ) as the 
(o) Egyprtian;Chaldean, (p) Afvirian,(q) Babylonian yoke was 
laydupon the Tewes, for many yeares together 1n grievous 
preflures ; wee have not beene ſubdued in our times by ante 
torreineenemie, as the Ifraclites were kept under, ſometimes 
(7 )ewentie, ſometimes thirtiefortie yeares, by the Midianites, 
Moabites, Ammonites, Philiſtines and other cnemies, which 
the Lord ſtirred up againſt them: Ourland in our time, as 
was once fayd of Yenice,isa Virgin unconquered, unſubdued- 
We have obtained (') Davids defire, to fall into the hands of 
Godby plague and famine , and other offiliftiens, but not into zhe 
bands of man , as Simpſon did;to be mocked of the (t) uncircumciſed, 
which was Saxls feare, as Abimelech was aſhamed to dic by the 
hand of a (w) woman , quod omen avertat Dews. = | 
»Laftly, which is the ſumme and ſubſtance, & ſhutting up of 
all the reſt, comparing our ſelves ſtill with them, not onely in 
politive mercies, but 1n privative, in reſpe& of ourevills cf 
(x) finnes , and evils of ſufferings, wee ſhall finde though, as 
hath beene ſaid and proved, that our provocations are as ma= 
ny, as monſtrous, our demerits as great as theirs : all circum» 
ſtances conſidered, wee having walked as unworthie of Gods 
mercies as cuer they, that the Lord hath beene to us,in reſpe&t 
of them, a mercifull and indulgent fathergand to them in re- 
ſpe of us, ajuſt, aſevereand unplacable judge; to us a fa- 
ther of mercics, to them « Jealous and zealous God, wifhting the 
frunes of their fathers upen the Children unto the third and fourth 
( 3) Generation. When | conſider not onely the judgements 
of God upon their ſoules, even to this day , in giving them 
_over according to his (z) threate , to madneſle, blindnefle of 
minde , aftoniſhment of heart, to grope as at noone day,their 
hearts being made fatr, their cares heavie, their eyes {«) ſhut, 
leaſt they ſhould ſee with their eyes, & heare with their eares,

Special deliverances of our Princes, Peeres and people 
from Romiſh Treafins. 


WD have wee opened the Boxe, and ſcene the pearlcs, 
the bleſsings of great Brittaine, comparing Nation 
with Nation , our Engliſh with the Iewiſh Sion ; but to 
.coame neerer {ti]l to my icope and ayme, and toinſtanec in 
moe ſpecialties, the priviledges and prerogatives, that wee 
have [yrs in our owne memories(te omit former times} 
equall with the Iewes,in the happic and proſperous Regi. 
ments of our Kings and Goyernours, may notably ſerve as 
a further pricke and goadeto true gratitude, ſopreſſed and 
preſcribed : for in ſome particulars wee ſhall have the ballan- 
cing,:f not the caſting ſcales.

eruc Religion, together with the two zoodly Daughters of 
ſo gracious a Mother,Peace and (k) Plentie, in which wee 
ſympathize with them, nay farre exceede them: ( for as 
our times have not beene-Jo turbulent, ſo truculent, fo 
bloudic and beyſterous as Davids, that was a man of warre 
and thed much bloud, as hee was to farre occaftoned and 
provoked, beth. by forrcine warres a broad with the Tebu- 
ſites, Ammonites, Philiftines; and domeſticke broyles at 
home, wee having not heard Fellon«s Drurame , ( except in 
a prudent provident Martiall trayning in our Cities as 
(1) Abrabem once in his familic ) buc fer theſe manic yeares,

- - privatetreaſans that were complated againlt her, (.and.lo 
conſequently again(t us and our ſatecic )both by ambitious 
ſputer agaialt Cravmer, Latimer , and Rydicy , as alſo Benner and Gardiner 
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and faCtious ſpirits, as in the Norfolke and Kentiſh (þ) re- 
bellions,inſurretion of the Commons, .under the conduces 
of their tarbulent leaders, which had not Godt providence, 
and mans prudence (and prowele prevented, ) might have 

roved as fatall (as that ruſticke (c) warre to our neighbor 
Germanic ) both te this land in-gencrall and to-her Royall 
perſon in particular : Bur eſpecially,by ſpirits that were Te- 
ſuited, and leavencd from Rome, from whence as arm'd 
Greckcs out of the Troyan horſe , and as diſcaſcs out of Pan- 
deras boxe, have iflued all theſe treafons and rebe]lions pu- 
blicke and private,that as Cecatrice egges, have by mans 
malice beenc hatched, and by Gods mercie cruſhed among ft 
us: Toreflexe upon ſome of them (' as a man may looke 
upon a dangerous Serpent or valt monſter , or his maltg« 
nant enemic when hee is fl.ine, as the Ifraclites upon Ge- 
liah , andthe Greekes upon Hettor ) with gratulatien and 
admiration: How dangerous was that cenſpiracie in the 


| North by the Earles of Nerchumberland and (4) Weſt- 


merland , kindled by the Bull of Pope P:us, ( or rather im- 
prus ) the Fife, in the yeare 1569. and blowne by DoRor 
Nicholas Morton , Story Felton, the Nortons, Plumtree,(hang'd 
juſtly at Durham en a croſſe-tree ) and other dangerous ſpi- 
rits juſtified by that boyſterous (e) Briſtow , and (f) Sanders, 
yea applauded and approved by many Scminant Prieſts, 
chiefly by Campian ( their chicfe (g) champion ) whe for 
all his cunning (4) ſophiſtrie, was founsi te have a hand and 
a heart for treaſon - and ſuppreſſed by theſe wiſe and Mar- 
tiall worthies which her Majeſtic imploycd in that behalfe; 
as alſo to ſurvey againe that other conſpiracic , intended: 
Norfolke, but diſcovercd ;.and cruffit inthe hel} , and the 
the chiefe agents exccuted::as alls the treaſon of the Duke 
of Norfolke, and atter ef-che Earle of Northumberland, 
who(as hee had a hand inthe Northerne rebellion as well

entred int5a new plot of invading the land , asan agentin 
Throgmortons treaſon , a conſpirator with Charles Pages, 
an intended aſsiftant tothe Duke of Guize, tobring ina tor- 
reine Catholicke Prince,of which the Popes holinefle had a 
principall care ; as allo ( 5 f«5 dicere.) norte be ſo unminde- 
tall of Gods former mercics, ( no morethen-D«vid was of 
his preſcrvation from a Lion ani a (i) Beare, or Meſes for 
the overture of [ſraels Egyptian enemies in the red (4) Sea, 
or Deberaþ of Jabins drowning in the River (1) Kiſhon, as 


te pretermit thediſcomfiture of that Catholicke (#) flecte, 


which the pride of Popiſh Proſclitcs called the invincible 
u<rmads, by one onely (#)) Dreke , with ſome principall 
(»)) befides , ſwiming amongit them with his woodden 
(p) walles, with the helpe of che windes and waves of the 
Sea, which from the God of the Sea, fought againſt them, 
as the Sunne once fought againft the (4) Amonitcs, and the 
ſtarres again(t (7) Siſers, and for us , as ence for that pood 
(/) T heodoſins , with no lefle glorie to eur Engliſh then that 
yalourous Grecke had, who with his handfull of a few 
hundreds overthrew that numerous river-drinking, cloude- 
threatning Armie of the Perſian Zerxes. I ſay to pretermit 
theſe publike dangers, ( with our deliverances) managed 
by all the might and malice, prewefle, and pollicie of the 
armeof fleth: as alſo theſe Prieſts and Romiſh Proſclites, 
that were deſeryedly cut oft at Tyburne, and their treache- 
rous hearts cut out , as denying the Q ucencs ſupremacie, 
and fo conſenting unto, ( if not contriving the molt hor- 
rible treaſons; among t the which,were Jebn/on, Forde,Sbert, 
Kirby, Filby, Cotton, Richardſon, {o toleave others, aSUnWor- 
thie naming, peftilent vermane, or croaking frogges craw- 
ling out of the Romiſh Tyber ; or as Locufts fromthe bot. 
tomleſle pir, to diſturb our peace, or indanger our Princefle: 
how odtous the naming ( as of a Iew or Juder ? how horrid 
the remembrance ( as once cf him that burned Diana Tem- 
plc ) of th:ſemen montters, inhumane Canibals, yea ge- 
ncration of vipers , that beſides ſtrangers andforreiners) at- 
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tempted ,( as by the Devill and Priefts firſt tempted )ro - 
gnaw the very bowels that bred them, yeato lay their blau. 
dic hands on the Lords anoynte4, a Princefle the moſt free 
from vices , the moſt famous for Artes , partes , anc! vertues, 
that thele mederne admiring tunes, ever look't upon : a- 
m6ngf the which, that ſmooth Paratiticall Pa'ry , whoſe 
ſparkes of treaſon , being kindled by che words and wri- 
tings of the carnall , ( Cardinall ) Como, and inflamed by 
aBcokeof enc DoRor Col:xs, ſent him our cf France, in 
which there were as many warrants for treaſons as words: 
and di{coyered partly by- his owne tongue to an Eſquare, 
one Neviiland partly by the wiſedome of ſome (t) coun- 
ſellours, tiixy were quenched, ſmothered, and ſtrangled at 
Weſtminſters Pallace, where hee was executed: and ano- 
ther bird of the ſame feather, Francis 7 b11ogmerton , who by 
the encitemecnt of one 7ex#y, at the Spaw,in the countric 
of Leige,and Sir Francis Engleffeld tm the Low-Countries, 
with the confederacio of one Charles Paget, ( alias rope, 
altas String , ) was made an agent and int:.rument of difco- 
veric of themioſtfht and convement Havens for the landing 


' of ſach forreine forces, (as if the grcat Lord Froteacur 


of England", had'nor prevented and reſtramed ) had ſup- 


planted us and planted themſelves with all the tayle and 


traiſh of their Idolatrous worſhip. | 

In the third ranke{( as rancke Traytors as thereſt,) were 
Anthonie Babington”, the head of his conte.'crates, as () 1u- 
#4 was of thoſe that apprehended Chrift , who with 
thirreene ©( ungentle\,) young, Gentlemen moe , beund 
themſelvesby Oath, as thoſe ferric Tewes that vowed the 
death of Saimt (w) Paxl,.thatby murthering the Queenes 
Majeſtie, they would eyther ſertle tha Pope againe in his 
former eſtate in England, oreiſe, ( as deſervedly they. did, 
reckoning withour their heſte, even the God of hoſics, 
and ſwitming againft the ftreame, ) even 6ic the death. 

In the ſame predicament was our (x) Yorke-fhire' IVel- 
don, Sutton , l\t'ty ;priefts, like Simeon and (y) Levy bre- 
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theland,the ſurprizing of the Tower of London, the firing 
of the Citie,the killing of ſome privie (2). Counlellors, and 
ether ſuch like Catholical! meritorious deedes:all drinking of 
thatbloudie cup, (as freely as(4)7 omirs cauſed Cyras) which 
| they had brewed for ns. The ſame poyſonous bloudie cup 
was attempted to be brewed,mixed, & adminittred by De- 
or Ls/ez,,the Queenes Phylitian, with his confelcrates Sze- 
phano ge Ferrara ae Gama, MauueB Lews Tivaco, Portingals, 
with his penſion of fiftie thouſand Crowne, promiſed for 
poyſoning the Queene, by Count Fuentes, & Secretavis Jbarrs, 
as Ind ar was prounſecd thirtie peeces of filver,for betraying 
of Chrilt,and Ecchius promiſed a Biſhopricke,or great (b) be- 
nefice,for diſputing (at leaft rayling)againit Lather.Neyther 
was thertrealon of Yorke, an. W-Hiams,lefle dangerous, lefie 
monſtrous, lefſe malicious: who by the Conſu!tacion holden 
at Bruxels ro murther the Queene, whereof the Devill thac 
murtherer trom the beginning was preſient, (as theſe holy 
Fathers, in the Councel! of Trent conſalted how to poyſon 
ſoules, and cacir forefathers the Phariſces, how to murther 
Chriſt, & their holy brethren of che Inquifition,how tomur- 
ther his Proteſtant prof-ſſed Chriſtians : ) theſe, with one 
Owens an Engitſh rebell, were thought the fitteſt agents; of 
which blouie purpele tayling with their hopes of the pro- 
miſed fortic thouſand Crownes, they loſt their treachereus 
bloud,out of their veines. I might here further exemplific 
reat Britaines dangers,and delivcrances,as the marke that I 
| cubs ae,by the foolih(and at his death truely repented, ) at- 
tempt of Hes@th, a gentleman of Lancathire, who atthe fo. 
liciting of Caruinall Hen, SiteWilliam Stanley,and Worthing. 
$0n,Qur unnaturall countreyman, perſwaded Ferdinand, the 
Lord (c) Strange, Sonne and Heire to the Earle of Derby,to 
claym=to himiclfe the title to the Crawne of England, that 
ſo theſe turbulent ſp1rits might by this meancs fiſh in a trou- 
bled water. As alf » of thag viper Squire, wha by the ſolicuine 
of the lame venemous vrood beyond fea,ro kil the Queen, did 
coplot the poyſoning of the pamell of her ſaddle,chatlaying 
haad on it, the poyſon might diſperſe over her whole bedy, 
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tinell the Shepheard of (4)I{rael], as alſo of that Irifh kern, 
Patricke Cullen, whe by the perſwaſion ef that ever faftious 
Stanley, and one Jacques his Licutcnant, tozether with Shere- 
word & Holt , to come into England about the ſame bleu- 
dicerrand,that formerly his brethren , was ſurprized by the 


hizh way,and he and his plot ſupplanted: So let thine enemies _ 


O Lord (e) perifs,be they Engliſh, Irifh, Romilh, helliſh who. 

ſoever, whatloever,and whereſocycr:aud let ws and off that love 

thee rejoyce in thy ſalvation. And ſince we have entred ints this 

our Ifeland, it's worth our animagdyerkon, how the Lords 

hand, hath been asjuſt and keavie,cven againſt Iriſh traytors, 

as cars wor. off them and their bloudice hopes,and

plots ever,by one mcanesor another: Such 1s his mercie to 


us, his juſtice to our cenemics,as appeares ( if I may without . 


offence refleR upon _ in Tames-fitz, orice, one of the 
firſt Traytors (as Iam informed )) m this our Ireland, who 
was cut oF horter by the head, by an Irih young Gentle- 
man,as he went to burne his fathers countric. 

Secondly,ſuch a ftearne bloudic treacherous'yerlet as this, 


"Was one Aforrogh Ogne(or Rogue) whe after his effalion of 


abundance of Englith bloud in the Province of Munſter, be- 
ing apprehended,and executed at Corke,& his bones broke 
with a {miths ledge, his oncly repentance was, that he might 


notlive te murther moc Engliſh. His bloudie yillanics would . 


fill a V6lume. 

Thirdly,fo for the Earle of (f)Deſmond,that was a prince, 
& principall agent intheſerebelling ſtirring times; Was not 
his crid propertienableto his life ? Did he met come to his 
zrave as ( g) Jocb, Abſelom, & other traytors, cum cede + ſan- 
Z«ine,with bloud & ſlaughter, wandring as a beggar? Was he 
net taken by one of the iriſh in his Cabbin, and his head d1ſ- 
ſcyered from his bedy? So Deſmond brother te this Earle, a 
notable Traytor (as was ſaid of Ceſar Borgias, a faithlefſe and 
perfidious butcher,as well of his friends as enemies, who any 


Way ſtood in his way to hinder his ends: wandring as a hun- 


pric Woelfe inthe woodes to ſecke ſome prey, as he had be- 


caded others in a proportionablerctaliating juſtice, was ta- 
ken and þchcaded fimſclfe, netwithſtanding all his Ceate- 
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mour of the Popes Buls, & Agnu Dei, & the Ring that the 


Pope ſcnt him trem his owne finger, (as alove token tea 
Traytor dcarely beloyed) hanging about his * necke.So Do- 


Qor Samders,the great Goliab of rebells, by hand & head,ron-' 


guc and pen,animating and incouraging them as one of the 
| beftative faRors that ever the Pope had,by his agencic,and 
one of the beſt Protours,the Romith Hierarchie ever had, by 
his workes & writings, this not only firebrand, but trumpe 
of rebellion,the Popes Legate,the Commander and Trealu- 
rer for the late warrs,wandring in the Meuntaines without 
ſuccour or tliefe,dicd (as is credibly reported)ravingly and 
in a frenzie. Sic nects artifices arte perire ſua. So let all periſh

CHAP. XY. 
Fore ſpeciall epplications of our preſeruations, and other 


bleſſings, of which wee are eye,aud eare witneſſes. 

Hus have we compared our Deber«h,(for to this terme 
T {till cleave) with Ifracls D«vid,his & in him their ) de- 
liverances, with ours, hee was delivercd and preſcryed from a 
Lion, a Beare,S«ul,the Zephims, the Tebuſites, Evliah, the 
Amalckites, the Courticrs of the King of Achilh, Abſolow his 
owne rebellious bowels, Achitephet, that Matchavillian Pe- 
litician,and Sheba: Our deliverances have been moefor num- 
ber, grcater inreſpect of danger, w the inventions , and in. 
tentions of our enemics domeſticke and forreine : as hath 
appeared in the particulars, and therefore (which 1s ſtill 
my ayme & ſcope, ) our Gratulations ſhould be anſwerable. 

I could inlarge my ſelfe further, 1n paralelling the delive- 
rances of our wiſe & peaceable $«/omon,our Severaigne Lord 
the king, with their Sa/omon,in this one point of preſervation 
In a double deliverance:For,as the Lord had eleed Salomon, 
net onely to Grace, notwithſtanding his fearefull (but not 
finall) fall,but alſo to the place of a (i) Prince of God, ſo 


dearely bcloyed as his name (k)1mports, that as hee was his 
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Father,and hee his (1 ) Sonne, ſe hee promiſed him the in- 
heritance ofa ſpicituall Sonnc,as from (») God , of anatu- 
rall Sonne, as from David, cven the throne of his father: 
which Nathax and his mother (#) knew, and David him- 
ſeifc both (s) promiſed, and performe.! when time ſer- 
ved : {a wee know the:e were tome iubbes ani blots and 
and blockes in the high way , to wipe himef the King-= 
dome ; for iurely hai the prevailing faftion of Jo4b and 
his brother Aavniab prevailed , Saiomen had beene Office 


perde,; his nole had beene put ct joynr, hee might have 


tiſh: for a Crowae: yea hee might have pleaded for his 
( p-) life, as che Lambe' before che Foxe m the fable, hee 
ſhould have had th.t favour ſhewed him which .4b;melech 
ſhewed tothe Sonves of (q ) Gideon, Athalia, to the Kings 
(r } ſcedc, and the raigmng Turke at this day to his ( / )bre- 
thren, hc hid beencture to have gone t5the poter beenere- 
ſt:aincd : neyther had his cafe becue better, had his ſecond 
plottaken, and his projet prevaylcd, 1n asking the Shuna- 
mitc to wite, a ground of a ſecond vie,forthe Kingdome : as 
Salomen was ſo wife & naſuted, that he ſmelt out the danger 
of his (+) drift, fo that by Geds over-ruling providence, both 
thoſe trealonable plots of Adoniah were prevente\, the one 
by the care and circumſpettion of David, the other by the 
wiſedomeand prudencie of $4'omen himfclte: So (if we doe 
not voluntarily ſhut our eyes )do we not ſcnſibly,and at this 
day comfortably & techngly perceive, that our Sz/omon,our 
Soveraigne, hath becne 1c{cued out of the jawes of a doable 
dauger,the qne before he was inveſted with the Crowne of 
Albien,the other fince.the one 1n Scotland,the other in En- 
£glane; the one, as under God { whoſe hand kept him cyer as 
the apple of his eye )by lis prowefle, the other by h1spru- 
dencie,8 pollicic ; for as he was lured & trained,tothe houſe 
of Earle Gewry,by the falſe hlapwing cries of Alexander Ruth. 
wer,as he was a hunting, inviting him ( in his intention ) to 
a bloudic breakefalt, and thereby a ſerpentine wile lea ing 
huntrom thereſt of his Nobles,as a ſheepe to the laughter, 
the butchering exccutioner jtanding readic prepared for 
the fatali ſtroke : the Lord caſt ſuch a punicke fearc, into the 
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heart of him that wasſctto bea wurtherer, that, that dogge 
ſtood trembling and quaking as an Eſpin leafe, ( as he that 
encc intended the murcher of D:7ias ) as not being ableto , ,,;. Majeftie 
| looke upon our * Lion & gave witha!! ſuch a ttrengch, and jc Gid ts have 
ſpiritio tis Majellie that grapling hand to hand, even with the impreflien 
that Alexinger,(thourh n.ked and che otiter armed )he held ofa Lion on 
him play,(rhe other ſtanding by as a cypher or dumbe ſhew) ON 
tif: by a ipectull providence, his Majeltte was overhard , and FORD by / 
ſo ſpeedily relieved by his valiant followers, who1n an un- ſome applicd, 
equall (x) combat, toure to {cayen, ( as appeares 1n the par- u Imp c0n- 
ticular p.fſazes,thus epizemized)withrthe lofſe of their owne £4/4,0%.

But this danger was 
but as 1: were aNortherne prelogueto a Sotherne Tragedic, 
if.1t had beene ated and cfteRed, as 18 was penned and pro- 
jected, by theſe unfortunate Gentlemen, as their friends call 
them , Pizrcie, Cad:by, Grant, Fankes, Keyes, Bates , Rrok- 
word , D'gby, and the twe FVinzers, tor ever figmatized and 
branded , ( as Cain with his (wv ) marke, as Jeroboam with his 
© (x) title, with the odious name of the Powder Trayters: OW A : 
which plot being ſodecpe and 1nfernall to blow up the Par- j,. gu the on 
liament houſe with powder, & in that cneblalt ro-turne of Nebe: that 
Heaven as tz were into Hell,Religion into ſeperftition, peace cauſcd liractit® 
into warre, libe:tieLto bondage, ſaferic and ſecuritie, 1to ſLunc, 
bloudſhed : roeclypſc our Sunnc, cur Moone and our Stars, 
a{l at once, to turne the flowers of Chrnittendome, the wor- 
thielt King, theliweetcit Prince, the moſt honourable No- 
bilitie ahe moltreverent Iudges, learned Cleargy,loyal Com- 
monalte, wiſeit Pacriots tliere aflemoled, tin:co mumma- 
mize.| earth ; ev-n1natiice, as it was thought ts bc firſt in- 
vemel, {as pow.er an.

pounuug { pat a humane reach, the molt intricate quidett- 
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tics of a myſticall letter, as ever Salowon found out the true 
mother of a controverted ( y) childe , or diſcovered the am- 
bitious and bloudie plot of a falſe brother Adonieh, 

But to draw ( at length ) together my ſayles, and to caft 
ancker in this large ſea of mercies, the Lord hath not enely 
given his judgments to the King, but inlarged his mercics to 
the Kings Sonne; we areto looke upon the Sunne r1{ing, or 

elſe alreadieriſen, chiefly to admire the luſter of our 11]u- 
ſtrious Prince, after he hath beene ſo long hid from our He- 
rizon, as it were ſhining in another Climate, yea ( in our 
feares onely and jcalouſics of love) clouded and vayled from 
our cycs , but net frem our hearts; and nowthe fogges and 
mites of our feares being diſpelled and diſperſed, breaking 
againe upon us with more reſplendent beautic to our eyes, 
more {wecte influence ef comfort to our hcarts, then eycr: 
wee noW receiving him as Abrehans did his Iſaac,or [aceb his 
Teſeph ,witha redundant joy, after wee had a whileleft him, 
or rather hee us in his expedition from us, which our lon 
ings thought too Jong, . , 

And now to (ct a ftronger edge upon ourafftc&ions, and 
to excite our hearts to a higher ftraine of thankefulneſſe,for 
the ſafe and proſperous returne of our Prince, which wee, 
with the whole Realme of England Scotlang,and that part 
of Ircland that is not Romanized, yea Belgja, and all Chri- 
RKendome, ( our friendes in the ſame faith ) doe entertaine 
and welcome with joyfull Tubilees : As thoſe that have paſt 
the waves and quickſands, and reckes,and thelves and Pyrats 
of the Sea, ſtand upen the ſhore, and as joyfully, as ſafcly 
view and recount with glad, and &xhilerated hearts, their 
forepaſt perils: So let it be withus, in this our Sunny calme, 
letus refletupon the ftormes that might have falnc upon 
us, (had netthe hand of the Almighte withheld them,) in 
that hazard which werunnein the lateabſence of the Prince: 
and as generals which may as fitly asthe right Glove to the 
right hand be applied to our owne particular,let us conſider 
but theſe ſpecials: Firſt how many great an#famous Princes, 


| together with other famous perſenages for/Armes and Arts, 


have ded out of their @6wne countric tarre abſent from their 
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friends and favorites, except fach as did accompanie them, 
finding their owne countrie the place of their birth, another 
of their buriall.Thus .£lexander was borne in(z } Macedonia, 
but died, & was buried in (a) Babylon,Cyr« borne in Perfia, 
yet ſlaine and difhonourably buried in (b) Scythia, Hanniba# 
of Africa buried in (c) Bithinia, Cleemenes borne in Lacede- 
monta,intombed in Egypt. Crsſſw and Powpey both borne in 
Rome, but falne untimely,che one in Afiria, the other bes 
trayed and butchered in Egypt.So for learned men, Pythags- 
145 bornc in Samos,dead xn Metapontus,Yirgiff born-1n Man. 
tua,buried in Branduſium, Terence borne in Carthage, buricd 
in Arcadia: ſo theſe worthie Athenians, 7 hemiftocles, T heſsns, 
Solon, were borne in Athens, yet ended their dayes in Syria, 
Cyprus,Perſia,and elſewhere : I might adde many moe, as 
King 1gurthu,berne in Numidia, buried in Rome : theſe fa» 
mouſcd worthies, the Scipios, Curty, Decy, Cornely, borne in 
Rome, but difſevered in their deaths oyer the ſuperficies of 
theearth, as Paulus Emilius that dicd 1n Cynna:T itws Grecchus 
in Lucania, A«guftus Ceſar in Nola, Traian the good Empe- 
rour in the Eaſtpart of the (4) werld.Secondly, when I con- 
ſider how many renowned yong Princes, beautcous blofloms 
of execllent luſter hayc been in their verdantſpring(as atry- 
all or punifhmenr to their ſubje&s) cur eff from the Tree of 
life,cropt by that blatrant beaſt death, their Sun ſetting on a 
ſuddaine even in thefirft rifing,or 1n their height & ſoltizin, 
going backe againe by degrees as the Sun-in Ahax (e) Diall, 
I. Sometimes eclypſcd, by the immediate hand of God, as 
that zealous yong Prince Edward the YI. and the ſtaffe of our 
hopes our {o lamented Jeſi«b,that ſo fairc promiſing Herecs, 
whom,(as one cals Jalins Scaliger, & Picus Mirandula) we may 
truly call worthy & wondertul ſpirit,aow tranſlated to the 
God of ſpirits. 2. ſome made away by the malice of man,by

| D (as 
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(as once-in(4). England; and in Perſia, to (e) Aſrerns ; in Ba- 
bylon,(f,) to Nabichadnezzgar ; in Greece, to Alexander) have 
yeelled their tributarie ſubjetionto greater Kings, (as at this 
day tothe great 7 wke, and the great Mogall : ) So David, as 
once that Saint (g ) Chriſtopher , 1n the Legencarie Fable, will 
ſerve the greateſt - hee will heere in the Earth, as the Angels 
and Saints 1n heaven, (b) throw downe his Crowne and his 
Scepter before the Lainbe : he will fall downe, and wonthip 
before the Lords footeltoole. (1) Though he have a heart like 
(k) a Lion, yet he will bowe like a recd, melt like waxe,weepe 
like a whipt Child, bleat and cricout, like a forſaken Lambe, 
when for ſomeſinneto becorrected,or phylically prevented, 
he isunder Gods Fersla, dictcd with the bread of afflittion.

J—_— ifÞhor paſſc our animadverſion,that David dotly 
not only praiſe his God religiouſly, piouſly, perſonally, 
but alſo publickly before ail the Congregation of Iſrael. He's 
not aſhamed to ſcrve that God before all iſrael,that in the ſight 
of I{racl & of the Sun, had ſo ſerved his turnes & necds : ſaved 
& preſerved him in his ex1gents & dangers by ſo many & ſeve- 
rall meanes, improving his power, his ut hs peculiar & fpe. 
ciall providence fo oft, for Davids deirverances and his enemies 
deltrudtion,'or at leaſt diltraftions) ſeeing God ſomaryetloufly, 
ſo miracuiouſly fight for David, as oft before, 1n the dayes of 
Moſes and Deborah, he fought for Iſcacl,2gainft (« ) A maleck; ou 
«band (b) ]-bin ; for Conjtantine,T beedeſtns, A thanahu,8 0 bry- 
ſoſtome agamnit rhe Pagans and(c ) Arrians: for England in the 
yeare (4)88 tor Rochell( as once for leruſalew, m the dayes of 
Ezckiab ) when firictly beſieged : tor Grmens, againit the plots 
of Faber(e)Srapulenſis:for Lu her,againſt that roating Leo.that 
barking (f) fccius,and all the malignant fry of the Romiſh Sy= 
nago,.ue. Now,as Davids preſcryations were publique,ſo, pro- 
portionably,were his-pra.ſcs and benedi&tions : as God honors 
Dawid,ſo mutually andreciprocally, in the fight and eyeof all 
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Iſrael, David honors God againe: So did Moſes the ſervant of 
the (2) Lord, /eſhuah the fonne of Nun, advanced to be leadery 
of (b) iſrael ; Samue!,(:)called to be the Lords chicte (k ) Pro. 
pher : /oſepb,(/ honoured in the Court of Egypt ; Mordec hens, 
inthe (m) Perlian, Daniel 1n the Babylonian ( ” Courc ; Nehe. 
misb,prefcrred tobe the (0) Prince, Ezra to be the chicfe Scrive 
(p) wn Iſrael ; /acob,advanced from a poore Shepheard, to be a 
n:1ghty man (4) in mcanes ; Othniel, Iudab,Tephte, and other re. 
l:;g:ous ludges in [{racl ; Aſa,Jofiah, Jevoſaphat, Ezek'ah, and 0. 
ther religious Kings 1n [{racl : ro omit Confantiie,fo praiſed by 
(r) Euſebius ; T h:odoſens,by (s) Ambroſe; Alchouſus cf Aragon, 
by Panormitan(t) the Canonitt.with alf\orher rel1gtous Kings, 
Keſars, Tetrarches, Monarches, Princes Peeres, Legiters, Rulers, 
Governours.recorded and renowned by the unerring pen of 
the holy Ghoſt in Scripture,by Civill or Ecclefiufticall fiſto< 
rians in former or latter tunes.

approved gencrall (þ) and provinciall Councclls: ſo ! defircir 
might have, what ic deſerves as theapprobation, prayers,and 
prayſcs of all Chriſtian fubjetts, ſo the zealous imitation of all 
Chritiian Princes. that ſo with Davids heart, doing Davids 
work,they might reccive Devids wages,doublc bleſGings ; from 
God,from man ; in carth, and an heayci.
